true American to vote for a policy which 
he believed would wreck the country's 
credit. 

If this Is the temper of the Adminis- 
i. and there is hardly room for 
about it. it Is considered more 
than likely that President Cleveland 
will not think of calling an extia 
session unless it should become impera- 
tively necessary, but will prefer to allow 
the result of the election to be Influ- 
enced by an object lesson or what might 
be expected to follow the election of a 
free silver candidate, by the monetaiy 
agitation which even the prospect of 
each an outcome stirred ap.
